The Throne of Roumanin.

The following bistorieal Itém s given by o |
Baltimore puper (the Weeker), on the anthority
of Geporul H”_'I'I. It shows that the BNZ Kre-
tion that the throne of Roumama be oceupied
by o Prince of Holenzolleru was lirst made by
# New York merchant:—

Alter the Russiapg had evacuted the Dina-
bian Principulities, at the begmuing of the
Crimenn war, these proviuces were, as is well
known, for some time occupled by toe Chrie-
tinns, The inhabitants were eenerally opposed
1o the permanent sty of the Iatter, and o good
deal of dieoussion arode wmong the people us
to what the end mignt be.

At thig time (December, 1854), n number of
German merchnnts met easunlly oue evenine nt
Bucharest, and over a glass ol wine tulked ovsp
Alie fute ol the country; when one of them, Mr.
Willlam Aufermann, since setiled ln New York,
jokingly stggested ihat they should write to
the Pruseinn Prime Minister, Manteutlel, and

oint out to him the splendid opportanity otfer-

ing for disposine of one of the scions ol the
Hohenzollern fuwily, anud referring more partica-
larly to the Prinee of Hohenzollern-8ismar u-
gen, who had then but recently resiened his
diminutive throne in favor of his bie courin In
Bertin, and who was then residing in Dussel-
dorf, Noe=ooner «ald than done. The letter
wae drawn up by Mr, Au‘érmann, and sigoed
by him and two other gentlemen. While toe
letter wrs bemng tolded and sealed, a distin-
guished Roumaninn, Bojar Bratinou, who was
of the party, and who evideuntly looked at the
matter seriously, asked permission to add s
name to the signatures, which was gladly con-
pented Lo,

Eleven years after this event, Prince Charles
of Hohepzollern-Sigmaringen, son of the very
Prince just mentioned, after a romantic journey
in disgulse throngh the territory of his Austeinn
nelghbor, was elected Prince of Rouvmaning and
when he made his trinmphal entry in Bucharest,
there rode at hig side none other than the Bojar
Bratiang, the lnst slener of the letter suggested
and written by the New York merchant,

This is the case with imma-
ture wines, when compounded from immatap:
Nguors chosen for that purpose, The uee of
Hquor diminishes the vital foroos and dout Jes
Rends to yne shortenine of Tife, Thy wiipass
was asked if he wished to say anyihing with
referonce 1o the medical testimony given lor the

olitloners, to which he rephed that Dr, Clarse

mussel’s strength lies in bis halr, as did Samp-
son's aforetime: the beards grow und erndually
extend until they cross the edges of the oyster
shells, Too late to remedy the evil, the stupid
nutlve contents bimself by sucking in aliving
through ap aperture which day by day Rrows
less, Al last the mussel shuls the oysier’s
mouth altogetber; o, unable elther to cal,
drivk., or “whistle,” it dies; the murderer,
dredeed up, perchance, in the very :ac:lI }h-v
whale mussel family are stigmatized unfairly ns
oyster killers
